Graded feeder pigs sales, which | 
made a modest bow in Florida with 
two: events at auction markets in 
1962, are proving to be successful 
and ‘are winning increased interest 
of the swine’ industry. 

Said one North -Florida hog. 
farmer recently: “I’ve made more 
money in the past year with feeder 
Pigs than I've ever made in any 
year Tve been in the hog busi- 
ness.” 

He pointed out there's a big 
saving in time and feed costs if 
he brings his pigs up to feeder 
weights of 70 to. 90 pounds. That 
takes about 11 to 15 weeks. Also, 
he can use more sows and conse- 
quently raise more pigs. 

Previously he had been carrying 
all ithe litters up to market weights 
averaging 200 pounds. It takes} 
about 22 to 25 weeks to do that. | 

Graded feeder pig sale prices in 
1962 ran about $4 a hundredweight | 
over the average for the two top| 
grades. With prices lower in 1963, 
top graded pigs still brought $2 to 
$4 above the average. There were 
9 sales that year. 

This year 14 graded sales. have 
been scheduled and top pigs in the 
sales to date again are bringing
